Driven from place to place by the cold 
chanty of tho world, she was overpow­ 
ered by despair and hunger, aud depress­ 
ed by weakness on a cold day in March, 
and on that night, wading tbrougli the- 
anew with soleless shoes and no stock 
iugs, her child was born. She then took

sited. Not until the child was found 
dead, did society take any notice of hor, 
and then it was to brand lier as a murder­ 
er, aud instead of taking her to a hos­ 
pital for sympathy aud treatment, she 
was dragged to prison. 
But there happened to be men of souls 
ou the jury, aud without leaving Hie box 
they returned a verdict of not guilty. 
The woman who did the most to save 
Lizzie Aaronaen from the pontontiary 
and administered more kindness than all 
Hie great organized charities iu Phila­ 
delphia, was a Magdalene of the streets. 
There is something in the pathetic 
story of this young woman, by which the 
organized charities and christian associa­ 
tions in large citios, might learn a valua­ 
ble lesson.

Ho dwelt at length on the 
efforts he had made to conciliate the 
New York Senator, and seemed utterly 
bewildered by the danger of the situa­ 
tion. He had no solution of the prob­ 
lem to offer, but seemed to be waiting 
for something to turn up. 
Another prominent public man who 
was for Sherman for President before 
the Chicago convention, saw the Presi­ 
dent 
yesterday, 
and 
reported 
him iu much 
tho same frame 
of 
mind. He says, however, the President 
is more troubled by matters right hero 
than at Albany. He declared that unless 
Blaine shall leave the cabinet, Garfield’s 
life will be one continued round of sor­ 
rows. He does not believe that the Pres­ 
ident has the courage to say to his pre­ 
mier, even though he realizes it himself 
thoroughly.

poi 
nccful to feed them wetland place them 
in tho full sunlight, and not where 
thoy will be shaded 
by trees and 
shrubs. After they have 
bloomed, 
prune them closely, and also when 
they commence to leaf in the early 
spring. The beds in which they arc 
planted must be made very rich with 
well-decomposed compost, dug to the 
depth of at least two feet. Iii making 
a rose bcd, it Is a good plan to take off 
tho soil for two or three feet in depth 
and fill tho cavity with good ordure 
well rotted. Then add six inches or a 
foot of very rich soil with a mixture of 
sand. After tho plants arc set, mulch 
them with long litter from the stable. 
This will keep the roots moist and 
cool during the heated teem, and make 
a healthy growth of branches and 
flowers. 
After thc-Junc flowering has passed, 
all monthly roses should be severely 
pruned ana the new growth cut back 
two of three 
inches; also the old 
branches should bo cut away. The 
handsomest flowers always spring from 
fresh growth from tho roots; and to 
make these start vigorously tho knife 
must be freely used. For a few weeks 
your pets may seem shorn of their glo- 
S 
, but soon they will renew their 
lauty and give you plenty of flowers; 
while, if you permit the seed buds to 
form, it will stop the blossoming in a 
great degree. Therefore, as each rose 
lades, cut it off; or better 
while in its bloom. 
From tho branches which are pruned 
new plants can be raised. As a rule, 
all cuttings should be taken off just be­ 
low a bud or joint; and they should be 
selected from young growth rather 
than from the old where the bark has 
become hardened. Tty to snap the 
branch. If it bends without breaking 
it is too old to grow easily j but lf it snaps 
off at once it is in the right condition 
to strike root quickly. Lcavo one or 
two buds above tho bottom one, and 
trim off twoor more of the lower leaves, 
as they will wilt easily, and thus injure 
the cutting, 
Clear sand kept very moist is the best 
soil in which to striae cuttings, and 
they can ho placed in a pot only %fl 
inca apart, and put up in tho shade for 
a few days. Warmth, an even temper­ 
ature and moisture are essential for 
root-growth. It will take from three to 
four weeks to develop the roots, and 
then the plants can be placed in rich 
soil, with a little sand to lighten it, and 
soon they will be good, stocky plants.

disease, to which 
horses are subject, is caused by con­ 
stitutional disposition, or by the pun­ 
gent vapors which fill the air of un­ 
clean stables. It appears as a bluish 
cloud in the center of the eye, the cor­ 
nea, which gradually thickens, and an 
incrcasinginflammation of tho whole or­ 
gan until the horse is unable to see, 
when the inflammation is resolved into a 
free dischaige, the film disappears, and 
temporal^ relief is obtained for three or 
four weeks more. Each attack is worse 
than the preceding one, until a cataract 
is formed and permanent blindness oc­ 
curs. The treatment is to remove the 
causes, to avoid any irritating circum 
stances, to give a full dose of salts, 
twelve to sixteen ounces, (two ounce 
doses are useless,) and when the fever 
is relieved to maintain good health b 
the best of feeding, not using muc 
corn, but more bran aud linseed, and 
by strengthening the eyes by cold bath­ 
ing and Uie occasional use of a lotion of 
one grain of sulphate of zinc in one 
ounce of rain-water, a little of which 
flhould be put into the oyes.—N. Y, 
Times.
